SCHEDULE 

AMENDMENT TO MORMUGAO PORT EMPLOYEES (RECRUITMENT, 
SENIORITY k PROMOTION) REGULATIONS, 1994 

In exercise of the power* conferred by Section 28 of read with Section 
124(1) & (2) of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the Board of 
Trustees of Port of Mormugao hereby makes the following regulations further to 
amend the Mormugao Port Employees (Recruitment, Seniority & Promotion) 
Regulations, 1964 : 

(1) (i) These regulations may be called the Mormugao Port Employees 
(Recruitment, Seniority & Promotion) (Amendment) Regulations, 
1994. 

(ii) They shall come into force with effect from the date on which the 
approval of Central Government to these regulations has been pub¬ 
lished in the Gazette of India. 

f2) Delete the existing regulation 9 and substitute by the following as 
re-numbered ; 

Regulation 9(a) : Confirmation of employees on Probation : 

When an employee appointed on probation to any grade or post (has passed 
the prescribed test and) has completed his probation to the satisfaction of ap¬ 
pointing Authority, he shall be eligible for confirmation in that grade or post. 
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Until an employee on probation is confirmed under this regulation or is discharg¬ 
ed or reverted under regulations 10, he shall continue to have the status of an 
employee on probation. Confirmation will be made only once in the rvice of 
an employee (which will be at the entry grade ) 

9(b) : Delinking Seniority from Confirmation : 

Seniority of an employee regularly appointed to a post according to rule 
would be determined by the order of merit indicated at the time if initial appoint¬ 
ment and nor according to the da‘e of his confirmation.
